WILTON FREE PUBLIC LIBRARY 
Librarian’s Report 
1981 


Circulation statistics for 1981: adult books, 13,031; children’s books, 14,465; a 
total of 27,496; magazines, 583; records, 200. We have borrowed 21 books from 
the State Library and 11 from other libraries. Books purchased total 396 adults 
and 193 children’s. We have received gifts of 448 paperbacks and 188 hardcover 
books, also a number of magazines, all much appreciated. We subscribe to 16 
magazines, the Maine History News and the Maine Times. There have been 252 
new library cards issued this year. We now have a total book collection of 19,548. 


Twelve classes participated in our school program during the 1980-81 school 
year borrowing a total of 6096 books. A program entitled ‘‘Television Library 
Club”’ was held once a week for seven weeks during the summer with a good 
attendance. We wish to thank the parents who assisted Mrs. LaPlant with this 
activity. 


Local artists continue to supply us with paintings for display and these are 
enjoyed by our many patrons. 


Gifts have been received from G.H. Bass & Co., Forster Foundation, Cyrus & 
Emily Fernald Estates, the Estate of Enos T. Luce, Women’s Fellowship of the 
Congregational Church, Tyngtown Club, Wiltona Club, Book Club, Dr. & Mrs. 
Dale Bardo, Dr. & Mrs. Thomas Weigle, Mrs. Winnifred Oliver, Mr. and Mrs. 
Joseph Smali, and Dr. & Mrs. Burgess Record. The Historical Society has given 
us an exhibit of Sylvia Hardy memorabilia. Our many thanks to all these 
organizations and individuals, and to the many others who have helped us in 
numerous ways. 


The very generous gift from G.H. Bass & Co., a division of Cheeseborough 
Pond’s, is making it possible to carpet the main floor, office and stairway. 
Improvements completed this year, also financed by Bass, include painting of 
the exterior woodwork, interior walls and ceilings, installation of storm windows, 
and ceiling fans in the main room. The town crew put in a new drainage ditch 
around the back of the library. A special table and two benches for the children’s 
department have been ordered with the Althea Babb Memorial Fund. We have 
also had two bookcases built and purchased a filing cabinet. The bushes were 
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cleared out of the hedge much improving the appearance of the library grounds. 


Arline LaPlant resigned as our children’s librarian at the end of the year after 
serving faithfully and well for over nine years. During this time she has done 
much to improve and increase our children’s services. Mrs. J amie Dennett was 


elected to replace her.

Again this year, the Woodland Wanderers Snowmobile Club is asking that 
you, the townspeople, allot a certain sum of money from the budget to be used at 
the club’s discretion. The money asked for would come from the State Refund of 
Snowmobile Registrations. 


' Last year you suggested we ask for half, as the list of registrations was small. 
This year we request half of the sum of registrations, with which the club can 
maintain trails and mend our equipment. On our 107 miles of trails in the Wilton 
area, permission has been obtained from each landowner whose property is used 
for established trails and all trails are properly marked, in an effort to protect 
these landowners and all snowmobilers. 


Woodland Wanderers membership numbers over 135 families, and includes 
snowmobilers from other towns and states. The members work many hours, on a 
volunteer basis, building and maintaining trails and helping the club function. 

We 
wish to express our thanks to the townspeople, our membership, and the 
landowners who grant us permission to pass on their lands. We are most grateful 
for the support the Woodland Wanderers receive in the town.

Dear Mr. Donald: 


It is time for our annual request for town funds. Western Older Citizens 
Council, Inc. is the designated Area Agency on Aging in Western Maine. During 
the fiscal year of 1981, we served 11,470 elderly in the Tri-County area. Our goal 
for the upcoming year is help more individuals to remain at home, and to improve 
the quality of life for ‘‘at risk’’ elderly in need of special services. 


We have recently initiated a Case Management System in all three counties. 
As the base of services expands in the next year, we will be in an even better 
positon to help arrange and monitor services to ‘‘at risk’’ elderly and delay as 
long as possible the need to go to a nursing or boarding home. In addition, we 
will continue to offer the many services that have meant so much to all the elderly 
that we have served. . 


ADVOCACY: WOCC Elder Advocates are helping the elderly derive full 
benefits from available programs, such as Tax and Rent Refunds, winterization, 
fuel rebates, SSI and Food Stamps. They advocate for elderly clients arranging 
appropriate services and work with Case Manager to facilitate an appropriate 
plan of care for ‘‘at risk’’ elderly. 


NUTRITION: Home Delivered and Congregate Meals. 

The Nutrition Program provides congregate and home delivered meals in 19 
meal sites in the Tri-County area. Home delivered meals are helping elderly 
remain at home, encouraging independence and delaying institutionalization. 
Special arrangements are made for week-end meals when necessary and for case 
management clients who are not in the regular service range. 


HOME HEALTH: Through sub-contract agreements with Androscoggin Home 
Health and other home health providers, homemaker, home health aide, nursing 
and therapy is provided in the home for approved clients. The Home Based Care 
Act., L.D. 1620, will make available funds to help the elderly receive home care 
through the use of personal care assistants, encouraging arrangements for home 
health services throughout the region. 


TRANSPORTATION: Through sub-contract agreements with Western Maine 


Transportation, a portion of the transportation services is arranged and payed for 
by WOCC. Volunteer/escort transportation is available for medical priority rides 


36 


on an individual assessment basis. During the upcoming year WOCC will 
assume responsibility for the transportation needs of ‘‘at risk’’ elderly, and 
elderly with priority needs. All will be assessed individually and will not conflict 
or duplicate services provided by Western Maine Transportation. 


RETIRED SENIOR VOLUNTEER PROGRAM: In keeping with the volunteer 
spirit of people helping people, our RSVP volunteers are working many hours at 
Volunteer Stations throughout the region. They provide needed manpower to 
reduce expenses providing free services in libraries, schools, hospitals and many 
other agencies. 


In conclusion, our agency newsletter, the Elder Advocate, is sent to 10,300 
elderly in the Tri-County area, keeping them informed of all the latest changes in 
serices and regulations. Elder-crafters provides an opportunity for frail elderly 
in their homes to sell their crafts, giving them an opportunity to earn from their 
valuable skills. Legal Services are also available on a regular basis when special 
problems occur requiring individual legal assistance. 


To match state and federal dollars and keep our services available, we are 
requesting $3,295 for 1982. This represents 10% of the total value of the services 
received by the elderly in your town. Three-hundred and twenty-eight [328] 
elderly citizens in Wilton received the following services in 1981:

Congregate Meals 5,458 
- Advocacy Referrals 355

To the citizens of the Town of Wilton, we respectfully submit the following 
report for 1981: 


The Wilton Parks and Recreation Department has enjoyed another successful 
year of providing recreational facilities and programs for the town’s citizens. 


This past year saw the completion of the regulation size outdoor basketball 
court at Kineowatha Park, a very successful soccer program initiated, and the 
second year of ‘‘Pee Wee’’ Baseball. Also, a summer basketball clinic was 
offered on our new court. 


We continued to offer programs in arts and crafts, softball, minor league 
baseball, winter basketball, gymnastics, skating, cross country skiing, 
swimming, swim competition, tennis and playground activities. 


Our plans call for the completion of a little league sized baseball diamond and 
mini-sized soccer field at Kineowatha Park. 


An ice hockey program is being discussed and hopefully a summer basketball 
program can be formed this year. 


We wish to thank S.A.D. #9 for the use of fields and gyms. We also want to 
express our gratitude to the many volunteers who coach, officiate, teach and 
otherwise help with our programs. 


The loss of the use of Wilton Academy Gym did cause some hardship in that 
the smaller Cushing School Gym did not allow for us to have adult winter 
recreation.

NOTE 1 - SUMMARY OF ACCOUNTING POLICIES: 


The Town of Wilton, Maine currently operates under a Selectmen- Manager 
form of Government. 


The accounting policies of the Town conform to generally eccepted account- 
ing principles as applicable to state and local governmental units. The following 
is a summary of the more significant policies. 


Basis of Bresentation: 


The accounts of the Town are organized on a basis of funds and account 
groups, each of which is considered a separate accounting entity. The operations 
of each fund are accounted for by providing a separate set of self-balancing ac- 
counts which comprise its assets, liabilities, fund equities, revenues and expen- 
ditures. The various funds, which are segregated for the purpose of carrying on 
specific activities or attaining certain objectives in accordance with special 
regulations, restrictions or limitations, are grouped by type in the financial 
statements. 


Basis of Accounting: 


Governmental fund revenues and expenditures are recognized on the mod- 
ified accrual basis. Revenues are recognized in the accounting period in which 
they become available and measurable. In the general fund, real estate and per- 
sonal property tax levied are recorded as revenue in amounts equal to total taxes 
levied (including supplemental taxes). Abatements are recorded in the overlay ac- 
count as expenditures. Expenditures for governmental fund types are recognized 
in the accounting period in which-the fund liability is incurred, if measurable. — 


All other funds included in these financial statements are maintained 
and reported on the accrual basis. 
Inventories of Supplies: 
Supplies are considered to be expenditures at the time of purchase and 
are not inventoried and included in the balance sheet. 
Unreserved Fund Balance - Designated for Subsequent Years Expenditures: 
Appropriations for continuing projects not fully expended at the fiscal 
year end, are carried forward as contimted appropriations to the new fiscal year 


in which they supplement the appropriations of that year. At fiscal year end, 
they are reported as a component of unreserved fund balance.

NOTE 1 - SUMMARY OF ACCOUNTING POLICIES (Continued) : 


Depreciation: 


Expenditures made for property, plant and equipment in the enterprise 
fund are capitalized at historical cost and depreciated using the straight line 
method over their estimated useful lives, which range from 10 to 50 years. Prop- 
erty, plant and equipment purchased by other funds are recorded as expenditures 
in the period of acquisition. As is the general practice of Municipalities in the 
State of Maine, the Town does not maintain a general fixed asset group of accounts 
and depreciation is not recognized in the accounting process. 


Retirement Plan: 


Eligible employees of the Town are covered under the Maine State Retire- 
ment System. 


NOTE 2 - APPROPRIATIONS AND OVER-EXPENDITURES:
